Report of Police Patrol 


To: Board of Selectmen, Town of Jefferson, New Hampshire. 
From: Curtis L. Bader, IACP, NYSCP, NHCP, Patrol Officer. 
Subj.: Report of Annual Patrol of Jefferson for the Year 1968. 


1. The undersigned has compiled the following statistics from 
his log book during the patrol of the Town of Jefferson during the 
year of 1968; the patrol starting July 1; 1968 to, and including 
September 1, 1968. Three additional weekends during the foliage 
season were also covered by patrol. Traffic through the township 
was observed to be generally heavier than in 1967. 


2. The patrol was performed by foot patrol and motor patrol; 
four church crossings being covered every Sunday: 


St. Agnes Catholic Church 

St. John’s Methodist Church 

Holy Trinity Episcopal Chapel 

Highland Chapel when services warranted it. 


Note: While directing traffic on crossings and at scenes of 
special details such as weddings, community gather- 
ings, etc. (A total of 7 were covered), over 730 cars 
were guided to and from the gathering areas. 


3. In the course of patrol a total of 2,508 miles were traveled 
in a motor vehicle; most in direct checking duty or answering calls 
of citizens. 484 hours and 7 minutes were spent during patrol to 
handle routine checks and the following listed items:

4. In addition to the above, the writer assisted the State Police 
and two neighboring departments in various cases and at the 
scene of auto accidents.

Three children 
attended the Pediatric-Cardiology Clinics in Lancaster, and four 
chidren attended the Crippled Children’s Clinic in Berlin.

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Report of Planning Board 


The plannnig board was active in the past year, working and 
studying in the areas of future growth and its many implications 
to the community. There are definite indications that such growth 
is going to take place in Jefferson. How fast and on what scale, 
and type may depend, to a large extent, on the philosophy and 
plans, laid out by the governing bodies of the town. 


Orderly, sustained expansion is one of the charges of a plan- 
ning board along with such things as future prosperity, health, 
general welfare, efficient expenditure of public funds and provi- 
sions for public utilities. This requires the preparation of a 
“Master Plan” which is presently in the process of being organ- 
ized under the able leadership of planning consultant, Mr. Wil- 
liam Dickson and the N. H. Department of Economic Develop- 
ment. An outline is proposed to the Federal government, under 
the 701 Urban Renewal Act, to be approved for Federal and State 
cost sharing under this act. The scope of study which has been 
drawn up for the six towns of Stratford, Northumberland, Lan- 
caster, Whitefield, Dalton and Jefferson, will give each town a 
comprehensive plan, as well as a regional plan for the entire area. 
Hopefully the study will get started soon. Representatives of all 
six towns have met several times to help develop the scope of 
study, and interview and hire a consultant. 


The planning board has been studying the need ahead for 
sub-division controls. It was agreed that it was time to ask the 
voters for approval to draw up such regulations for the purpose 
of having some town control over future roads, sewage and water 
supplies, all of which are getting to have much more importance 
to a community and will greatly affect the economy, tax struc- 


ture, land values, transportation and general well being in years 
ahead. 


Your planning board would welcome comments, suggestions 
and help in its effort to maintain and further the proper and effi- 
cient use of the great potential of our town for the benefit of 
ourselves, visitors and posterity.
